A» 1 hare some doubt ulnmt the render* of the Comrade having any citri- 
o^ty aa to “how 1 becann a Socialist,” it muy Is- in order to say that the sub- 
jtd is the editor’*, not my own; and that what is here offered is at his bidding 
—iny only concern being that he shall not have cause to wish that 1 had remained 
what I was insteud of becoming a Socialist. 

On the evening of Fel ruary 27, 1875, the local lodge of tin Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen wa* organized at Terre Haute. lud.. by Joshua A. Leach, 
then grand master, and I was admitted a* a charter member and at once chor¬ 
es secretary. “Old Josh Leach,*" a* he was affectionately culled, a typical loco- 
jgotjre fireman of hi* day, was the founder of the brotherhood, uud I wa* in- 
jttntly attracted by hi* rugged honesty, simple maimer nud homely speech, 
flow well 1 remember feeling hi* large, rough hand on my shoulder, the kindly 
eye of an elder brother searching my ow n a* he gently said, ”My boy, you’re a 
little young, but I believe you’re In earnest and will make your mark in the 
brotherhood/' Of course 1 assured him that l would do my best. What he 
really thought at the time flattered my ls>yish vanity nut u little when 1 heard 
of it. He was attending a meeting ut St. I«ouis some mouth* later aud in the 
course of his remark* said: “1 put a tow-headed hoy in the brotherhood at 
IVrre Home not long ago. and some day h6 will^U* at the head of it.” * 

Twenty-seven year*, to a day. have played their pranks with "Old Josh" 
and the rest of us. When last we met. not long ago. and 1 pressed his good, 
right hand, I observed that he was crowned with the frost that never melts; aud 
aa I think of him now: 

"ttenn-uitimncc wakes, wiiti all her busy train. 

Swells ut my breast mol turns the past to pain." 

My first step was thus taken in organized labor uud 1 felt that .1 new iti- 
florae? had entered my life to fire my ambition and ehnugc the whole current of 1 
ny career. 1 waa tilled with enthusiasm aud my blood fairly leaped in my 
vein*. Pay and night 1 worked for tin* brotherhood. To see its w at eh fires 
glow and observe the increase of its sturdy members were the sutishine and 
■bower of my life. To attend the “meeting” whs my supreme joy. aud for ten 
* years I was uot oueo absent when the faithful assembled. 

At the convention held iu Buffalo iu 187s 1 was chosen associate editor of 
the magazine, nud iu 1880 I became graud secretary aud treasurer. With all the 
file of youth 1 entered upon the crusade which seemed to fairly glitter with pos* j 
» abilities. For eighteen hours at a stretch 1 was glued to my desk reeling off the 
answers to my many correspondent*. Day aud night were one. Sleep was time 
wasted, and often when, all oblivious of her presence in the -still small hours, 
mj mother's hand turned off the light, 1 went to bed under protest. Ob, what 
dayi! Ami what quenchless zeal and consuming vanity! All the firemen every¬ 
where—aud they were all the world—were straining: 

"To catch the beat 
of my trumplug feet.” 

My grip was always packed: audvl was darting iu all directions. To tramp 
through a railroad yard iu the rain, snow or sleet half the night, or till day¬ 
break, .0 Ik* ordered out «»r the roundhouse for being an “agitator.” or put off 

a train, somytimes passenger, more often freight, while attempting to deadhead 

am the division, were ull in Jhe programme, aud served to whet the appetite to 
conquer. One night in midwinter ut Eluitra, N. Y., n conductor on the Erie 
kindly dropped me off iu a suowbauk. ami us 1 clambered to the top 1 run into 
the arms of a policeman who heard my story aud ou the spot became my friend. 

I rode ou the engines over mountain aud plaiu, slept iu the cabooses aud 
houki. and was fed from their pails by the swarthy stokers who still nestle 

doat to my heart, aud will until it is cold aud still. 

Through all these years 1 wa* nourished at Fountain Urolcluirc. 1 drank 
ibvnly of it* waters and every panicle of my tissue became saturated with ihc 

■fide of the working Hass. I bnd tired ati engine and been stung by the ex- 

K re and hardship of the rail. 1 wuswith them in their weary watches, at the 
en engine's side, aud ofteu helped to bear their braised and bleeding bodies 
back to wife aud child again, llow «*ould 1 but fed the burden of their wrongs? 
How the seed of agitation rail to take deep root iu my heart? 

And so 1 was spurred ou iu the work of organizing, not tin* firemen merely, 
bat the brakemen, switchmen, telegraphers, shopmen, track hand*, all «*f them 
ia fart, and as 1 had now lM*couie known ns an organizer, the calls caun* from 
all aides and there arc hut few trades 1 haven’t helped to organize and less still 
Id whose strikes 1 have uot at some time hud a haud. ( 

la 185)4 the Americau Hallway Union was organized and a braver body of 
n*n never fought the battle of tin* working class. 

Up to this time 1 had heard but liUleof Socialism, knew practically nothing 
■boot the movement, and what little I did know was uot calculated to impress 
me in iU favor. 1 was beut ou thor«$gh ami complete organization of the rail¬ 
road mru and ultimately tin* whole wbrking Hass, aud all my time and energy 
were given to that end. My *uprcmc{ conviction was that if they were only or¬ 
ganised in every brunch of the service and all acted together iu concert, they 
could redress their wrongs und regulate the condition* of their employment. The 
Wockholders of the corporation act it! a* oue, why uot the men? It was smli 
a plain proposition simply to follow the example set Is-fore their eyes by their 
■aatera—surely they could not fail to h*h* it. net as one. and solve the problem. 

It i* useless to* hu y that l had yet to learn the workings of the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, the resources of its masters aud tin- weakness of its slaves. indeed, no 
itadow of u “system” fell athwart uiy pathway; no thought of ending wage 
misery marred my plans. I was too deeply absorbed in perfecting wage servi¬ 
tude and making it “a thing of beauty und a joy forever.” 

It all seems very strange to me now. takiug a backward look, that mv 
viaion waa so focalized on a siugle objective point that I utterly failed to sec 
what now appears as Hear as the iiuoiidii> tin so clear that 1 marve’ that any 
workingman, however dull, uncomprehending, can resist it.- 

But perhaps it was ls*tter mi. 1 was to be liuptlscd in Socialism in the roar 
of coufliet aud I thank tin 1 gods for reserving to this fitful occasion the Hat 
“Let there Is* light” —the light that streams iu steady radiance upon the broad- 
way to the Socialist republic. 

The akirtuish Hues of the A. It. XT. were well advanced. A series of srnull 
tattle* were fought and won without tin* loss of a man.

Next followed the final shock -the Pullman strike—a lid the American Itaii-

tartlywd aud helpless. At this juncture there were delivered, from .wholly un- 
wpected quarters, a swift succession of blows that MindtH me for an instant 
tad then opened wide uiy eyes—and in the gleam of every bayonet and the flash 
•X *verv rifle the class struggle was revealed. This was my first practical les* 
■ta in Socialism, though wholly uuaware that it was called by that name, 
i An army of detectives, thugs ami murderers were equipped with badge and 
w and bludgeon and turned loose: old hulks of cars were fired; the alarm 
tata tolled: the people were terrified; the- most startling rumor* were set afloat; 
the prm volleyed and thundered, and over all the wires s|n*d the news that Chi- 
JMo* white throat was in the red Hutch of a mo..; injunction* flew thick and 
“it, arre*ts followed, and our office and headquarter*. til«* heart of the strike. 

Backed, torn out and nniled up by the “lawful” authorities of the federal 
Jptanment; and when in company with tny loyal comrade* I found myself iu 
*2* ^onty jnil at Chicago with the whole pros* scredniing conspiracy, treason 
tad murder, aud by some fateful coincidence I was given the cell occupied just 
prion* to his execution bv the nssosslu of Mayor Garter Harrison. Sr., over- 
J*king the spot, a few feet distant, where the Anarchist* were hanged a few 
before, why then l had another exceedingly practical and impressive les-

Few people when they ate their eggs on Easter Sunday realised that they 
were paying tribute to Armour and Swift and other big meat packers. They 
were, however, nnd had been for weeks past. The fact i*, the present high 
price of eggs bears no relation to the amount of the “hen fruit” actually iu ex¬ 
istence. 

A month or so ago Armour and Swift saw a chance to corner the egg market. 
The eggs on the market were largely "cold storage’’ egg*. The big packe*rs had 
large refrigerating plants handy and it was no trick at all to buy up prncticnlly 
all the eggs in sight and lock them up when? they would keep cool while the* jk*o- 
ple grew hot. They got bold of euough to make an egg famine ami the price* 
of eggs was gradually forced up to 35 cent* a dozen. They then began to slow¬ 
ly unload and the stake is said to have been well worth playing for. Even to¬ 
day the price of eggs has uot gotteu down to the normal. 

The day ia not far awny when men who succeed in gambling in food stuffs 
will be strung up to the telegraph poles. The Socialists, when they get hold 
of enough of the political power to do it, will take a genuine pleasure in provid¬ 
ing such a law. And at the same time they may repeal some laws that today 
send a huugry wretch to a house of correction for stealing a loaf of bread, or 
a coat for his back. Cardinal Manning has said that rather than starve a man 
has the right to steal. 


’ ATTEMPTS?AT OLD AGE at | 
I at at at PENSIONS IN EUROPE. | 

In the leading countries of Enrols? the question of old age insurance for 
workingmen has of lute l»eeu the subject of lively debate in labor circles, anel 
lias already led to various legislative measures, without indeed producing final 
results which workingmen can pronounce entirely satisfactory. 

Germany adopted a law in the year 18W» for the regulation of old age 
insurance for workingmen. The results of this law. while it has produced some 
g«sMl. ure insignificant compared with the aim which it p ret elide J to reach. 
When We ip America contend for such a law, of course we hare'in view no 
imitation of the Germnn law. hut rather - measures which will actually accom¬ 
plish what they promise—:! provision for workingmen hi old age. 

The German law guarantees to every workingman whose trade comes un¬ 
der its provisions, a right to au old age pension as soon as he has completed 
his seventieth year. The government, the employers and the workingmen unite 
to raise this fund. The government contrihuti's 50 marks ($12.50) n year for 
every pension that falls due. Employer and w'orkingnian contribute iu vquai 
shares 14, 20. 24 or .*10 pfennigs (5*4., 5, (J or 7L. cents) weekly, according to the 
fo ur -la sses into which wage workers arc divided. The lowest pen sion is 100.40 
marks ($20.55i a year, the highest 101 marks ($47.75t. 

The inadequacy of the German old age insurance lies in the high limit 
of age which is demanded nnd in the small nmouut of the |s*usiou. How many 
workingmen reach their seventieth year? Or ir they attain it. what can they 
do with a hare income of 50 pfennigs n day? 

But apart from this, what is especially interesting to Americans in this Ger¬ 
man iuw is the manner of defraying th expense. We see thnt the government, 
the employer and the workingman each contribute a share to the total cost. 

Austria in this respect follows the example which Germany has set. Aft¬ 
er the Social Democrats am) the lalsir unions had started up a vigorous agitutioii 
for au old age pension law. the ministry worked out a plan which provides a 
|x*n*ion from the beginning of the workiugiiian’a sixty-fifth year. Here also the 
expense {>- defrayed by the employer and workman in equal shares, while the 
'goverium nt, as in Germany, grants an additional allowance. 

A hill which also provides for workingmen's old age insurance is now before 
the French Chamber. According to this bill also the government, employers and 
workmen will share the cost of flu* Insurance. 

Of especial interest for us iu the United States is the question which plays 
a part in the deliberations of the parliamentary commission on the French bill. 
In the origiunl bill of Milli-rand. the minister of commerce, nil foreign workmen 
in France were excluded from the Uuiefits of the law. However, after it was 
submitted to the -commission, the provisions of the bill were so altered that tl>*- 
law applied also to foreign workmen of long residence in the country. Employ¬ 
ers are thus required to puv a contribution of 4 i*er cent, of the wages of foreign 
workmen employed by them and settled and registered in France. Two per <ent. 
of thi-' shall be registered in the wage l*ook of the workman and shall become his 
property immediately, just ns the French .workman also receives at once the 
righjt to own and dispose of a part of Ids payments. The other 2 per cent, pay¬ 
ment of the employer for the foreign workman must U* laid away and paid hint 
after ten year*,- together with Ids own payments nnd the interest. 

While the Austrian and French laws follow tin* German example iu regard 
to the manner of defraying eh.* cost, it appear* that iu England flu* working 
Hass is not satisfied with this way of raising the necessary funds. 

At a conference of delegates of labor unions and societies held in London in 
the middle of January to i*oitsider the question of old am* insurance, the opinion 
was almost unanimous ilint the government alone should defray the cost* of the 
• orswance The following r* *olutiou wa* adept"The oiufi*n*un- consider* 
it a pressing necessity thnt the government introduce a national system of obi 
sige |K*iisions. It should he universal iu its application; all citizens, male nnd fe¬ 
male. without exception, on attaining their sixtieth year* should la* entitled 
to n pension of at least 5 shillings i$1.25) a week; the government to defray the 
••o*! by means of an ii.i|»ctinl tax.’’ 

The advantage* of such n system over flu- German law an- evident. In the 
first place the workmen nrc not n*quirv<l to contribute to the expense. Reside* 
fin- ohl age insurance begins not at the workingman’s seventieth but at his 
sixtieth year, ami finally the |H*jision is not 1! marks i5n cents! n week, a* in Ger¬ 
many. but 5 marks ($1.25) a week. 

Little enough indeed, but nevertheless better than nothing. Ami at any rate 
it is a step in tin- right direction. 


Tin* supreme court of Wisconsin r«- 
eently decided that the law taxing in¬ 
heritances was micoiiHtiftitionat. The 
qm-stion was raised by members of the 
tax-dodging rich class. The decision was 
only to he expected. 

The ground for the decision was that 
tin* law provided that -i legacy below a 
certain sum iu total value escaped thej 
tax, while if it was n penny over the I 
limit the lax was operative. The suit to 
test the n>ustitutiomility of the law was 
brought by the heirs of the late John 
Blruk. a wealthy Mihvmiki*e liquor deni¬ 
er. while a large number of other es¬ 
tates watched the development* with 
breathless ami greedy anxiety. And they 
are now rejoicing nt the decision which 
held that the law discriminated unjustly 
as ls»twccti «*states of more than 
and those of merely n dollar under that 
sum. 

We should like to apply the court’s 
logic in another direction— n direction in 
which Immunity instead of dollars is at 
stake. 

Then* is a law in this stall* that a 
child under 14 years may not go to work 
in a mill or factory pen, while n child 
over 14 may. The <*ourt* hold that it is 
wrong for an •‘state valued at to 

escape the inheritance tax, while one 
valued nt $10,0(*V- merely one dollar 
more—must pay. The law rushes in to 
prot<H*t “dead" wealth. Why should it 
not dime to the rescue of the living girl 
factory slave? Why should the supreme 
court not say: The law exempts the 
child who is a day under 14 years from 
the brutality of the soul-crushing factory 
prison, while the child thnt Is one day 
older is fr»*< to Is? forced by conditions in¬ 
to factory servitude. This is nu unjust 
nnd inequitable discrimination, therefore 
it is unconstitutional! 

Bnt we neisl not worry. Tin? supreme 
court and the laws exist for another pur- 
|K)*e. They are not there to prot«*et the 
weak and defenseless. It is their “job” 
to protect the strong.

By injunctions issued by Judges flross- 
CUp of Chicago and Phillips of Kansas 
City, fourteen Western roads were re¬ 
cently restrained from further ignoring 
certain provisions of the interstate com¬ 
merce law. The Journal of Commerce 
makes this editorial comment: 

‘ When the railway companies, eight 
years ago, obtained from tin* courts in¬ 
junctions to prevent their employes from 
striking, or from jierforming actions in 
aid of their strikes, the novelty of the 
procedure attracted universal attention. 
The courts very generally granted the in¬ 
junctions, though many good lawyers 
bare deprecated this met boil of proce¬ 
dure. The labor organisations were nat¬ 
urally very iiidigniiut at a process by 
which a striker could be taken sum¬ 
marily before a judge and. without trial 
by jury, be sent to prison for six months 
for contempt of court, instead of being 
indicted, released on bail and tried at bis 
convenience liefore a jury for the act 
cotnpluined of. Court after court, how¬ 
ever. has sanctioned the injunction proc¬ 
ess. and the labor troubles of last Hum¬ 
mer were particularly productive of in¬ 
junctions ‘against strikes and all the 
methods employed to make Strike* ef¬ 
fective. :rud one judge went so fur ns 
to enjoiu strikers against any method of 
tryiug to persuade other* to strike, even 
by private conversation und the distribu¬ 
tion of literature. 

“The interstate commerce commission 
has turned tin* tables on the railway 
companies be getting them enjoined from 
violating the interstate commerce act. 
the ordinary method of nroNoeuting them 
for violation* having led to very meager 
results.” 


Tin* following .nun the New York 
Press, whether meant as satire or ear¬ 
nest, is interesting reading:

The populace, the 
niiddle-of-tliV-rondsters. the bind-teat 
doniocrney. nrc satisfied, not realizing 
that our income is the same. 


Even now, when people are better in¬ 
formed than they used to be 
they used to Indle^e the daily newspu 
peril, the remark is occasionally made 
that the Socialists arc the enemies of tb* 
government. And yet the Socialists are 
the very ones who want to trust the 
government to operate and own Indus¬ 
tries so that the workers eamiot be 
fleeced by profit-hungry capital. 

Why is it that if it is only the people 
who live in monarchies that an* op¬ 
pressed, we hear every day of jieople 
starving to death in our own free land?

And now to tbit same snot in 
the south- of Spaiu are thirty similar 
French artisans, from a French Dum¬ 
drudge, in like manner wending: tiff at 
length, after infinite effort, the two par¬ 
lies couie into actual juxtai>osition, and 
thirty stands fronting thirty, each with 
a gun in his baud. Straightway the 
word “Fin*!” is given; and they blow 
the souls out of one another; and instead 
of sixty brisk, useful craftsmen, the 
world bus sixty dead carcasses which it 
must bury and nuew shed tears for. Hud 
these men any quarrel? Busy ns tin* 
devil is, not the smallest! They lived 
far enough apart: were the entirest 
strangers; nay, in s* wide a universe 
there was even, unconsciously, by Com¬ 
merce, some mutual helpfulness between 
them. How then? Simpleton! their gov¬ 
ernors bad a fulling out: and. instead of 
shoot ing one another, bad the cunning to 
make these lioor blockheads shoot.

There was uot a ward in the city in 
which some Social Democratic votes 
were not cast, and tip* results in all the 
wards were pleasing to the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic managers.—Daily News. 

The most significant feature of the 
Milwaukee election is the large Social 
Democratic vote which was polled. This 
vote reached 8441 on the bead of the 
city ticket, an increase of- nearly 6000 
over two years' ago ami 4000 more than 
the vote cast by the party at the presi¬ 
dential election in 1990. 

The greater part of this increase came 
from Republican words. It is safe to 
say that of the 7858 plurality received 
by Mayor Rose, 4000 came through the 
drafts made by tin* S«K*inl Democrats 
on the Republican ranks.—Chicago ltec- 
ord-Heru Id.

EDITORIAL SHEARINGS. 


Illinois’ Stand on Dues Question. 

Tin* executive committee of tlu* So¬ 
cialist party of Illinois, ut a meeting held 
March 4. unanimously adopted the fol¬ 
lowing resolutions relating to payment 
f due* to the natlona* committee:. 

“Whereas, there has been a demand 
made upon the state committee of Illi¬ 
nois to pay dues prior to the organiza¬ 
tion. of the Socialist party of lllinoi-, 
aud 

"Whereas, the stnte committee of Illi¬ 
nois stands ready to meet nil^ obligations 
which it is bound lo pay since its or¬ 
ganization. and whereas the clause of 
iln* national constitution regarding the 
payment of dues is as follows: 

“ Section *!. Tlu* slate committees 
shall pay to the untional committee « v- 
ery mouth a sum equal to 5 cents for 
every member iu good standing within 
their respective territories.’ 

“Therefore, Ik* it resolved thnt tin* 
state Committee of Illinois declare* itNclf 
uot liable to the national committee for 
any dues for former members arising 
prior to the issuance of the charter to 
tin* state on October 4. 1901. and re¬ 
quests thnt further correspondence in 
regard thereto Ik* discontinued. And 
the state committee of Illinois calls at¬ 
tention to the fact that it is not liable 
for dues to the national organization ex¬ 
cept when such dues are paid by the 
members of the party to the state com¬ 
mittee. 

“We desire moreover to call the atten¬ 
tion of tl.e mitiomil quorum and secre¬ 
tary to the following clause of the na¬ 
tional constitution: 

“•Section 4. In states and territories 
in which there is one central organiza¬ 
tion affiliated with the party and repre¬ 
senting at least ten local organizations in 
different parts of such state or territory, 
resjieetlvcly, the state or territorial or¬ 
ganization shall have the sole jurisdic¬ 
tion of the memliers residing within their 
resjwctive territories, and the sole con¬ 
trol of nil matters pertaining to the 
propaganda, organization and financial 
affairs within such state or territory, and

At least a dozen cases against various 
unions are now in the courts. The em¬ 
ployer* want damages bceausc of strikes 
arid boycotts. The unionists are consult¬ 
ing the ablest lawyers in the kingdom, 
and they sugg«*st the formation of a sort 
of subsidiary company to collect and dis T 
tribute the organizations* funds. Under 
this plan strike benefits would be handed 
over to the iMiions merely as gifts. Tin* 
progressive clement ridicule the scheme. 
TliCX point out that the method would be 
cumbrous and unsatisfactory, that the 
funds, which amount to tunny millions 
of dollars at present, would be attached 
in other ways, mid that the only sifc 
way to defeat tin* enemy is to smash 
hint at the polls with votes, secure con¬ 
trol of Parliament, and enact and inter¬ 
pret laws to safeguard their own inter¬ 
ests.—Cleveland ('itizeii.-

The absolute/ignorance‘of one is as 
touching ns the utter hoiielessness of the 
other. 

"A vacation with pay is practically un¬ 
known in Milwaukee factory life. I have 
not yet discovered a single instance of it 
except iu the case of .i few favored fore¬ 
women. Vacation as the factory worker 
translates the term means the time when 
the girl is laid off and it usually ruus 
from a week to three mouths, during 
which her income stops. 

"The usual working day is ten hours, 
but iu many lines of industry there is a 
great deal of overtime, for whieh the 
workers sometimo. receive extra pay, but 
no small amount lhat when added to her 
usual pay the difference is hardly per¬ 
ceptible and is out of all proportion to 
the fatigue of the worker. In the candy 
factories, for two months before Christ¬ 
inas. the little girls—they ure all young 
iu those place*—work from 7 in the 
morning to 8 and 0 at n ght. never get¬ 
ting a warm meal hut o.i Sunday, in 
the breweries the, girls sometimes work 
twelve and thirteen hours u day in the 
summer."

The 
workman is now divorced from his implc 
tnrnt* and raw materials, which have got 
coder the complete control of the cn,»i- 
talig class: he now has nothing left but 
his naked lnl»or. This It is, ngain. which 
enables employers to buy labor in the 
market for a price tmiCh below the pm- 
dnrtiritr of that labor; that is, at a vnluc 
onch Wow its worth. 

The laboring men are dealt with by our 
manazers as men* tools. They nre 
apaken of ns tools, ns things. This hu¬ 
manitarian age counts steers nnd sheep 
by "heads" and the workers by "hands." 
A jftr Boil did not make them only 
"tend.!" 

It is a psltrv evasion to say that tin* 
vsrkers are free to consent or to refuse 
the terms of the employer. It is. n* 
Ditketts says in "Hard Times." “An 
moon worthy of the man who asked 
permission of the Virgin to rob her of 
her weklnce— nnd then did it. taking si- 
lenee for consent." The lal*orers hnve 
to eonsent. If they refuse the terms, 
capitalists simply stop busim**s; they can 
stand it. “Hard times" art* really only 
hard on those whom* subsistence depend* 
on baring work to do. The wives and 
danchters of capitalists do not ns a rub* 
leave off during “hard tlimn*’ attending 
opersa in their silks, satins nud din- 
moods; dr. not ns a nth**quit their luxnri- 
on* brown-stone fronts, nor dismiss their 
liveried servants. 

TV Irregulnrity of his employment,the 
treonency with whieh he is out of work. 
i« the mo«t alarming feature of the 
woririnminn'R condition. And that ir- 
iffidarity Is often, very often, tmrposelv 
brought about by the employing «*npi- 
talist class. For instance, in order to 
pot an the price of anthracite coni, of the 
working days of n month nine to twelve 
•re frequently made idle dnys l»y the 
•'ll*! companies of Pennsylvania. Tin 1 
mining i« interrnnt«*d to limit smqdv and 
tw miners are left to do the host they 
with work for two dnys out of every 
thm*.

The Boston Conflict. 

A strike of ir»t>0 brewery workmen uud 
thirr employes has r|o**«*d down the twen¬ 
ty-live breweries in Boston. The em¬ 
ployers demand the exclusive right to 
hire and discharge men, and brewers, 
bottlers, engineers, firemen, drivers and 
coopers nre out. Dual teamsters and bar¬ 
tenders will also prolwihly strike in sym¬ 
pathy if necessary, and all New Eugland 
may be finally affected. The New Eng¬ 
land Brewers* Association, recently or¬ 
ganized to fight the union, is behind the 
employers. The workmen have made a 
startling exposure of the articles of 
agreement drawn up between employer* 
which established a system of blacklist¬ 
ing against the men and provided for mu¬ 
tual support in case ot a strike. The 


The first result of the "let-alone sys¬ 
tem. tints, is that capitalists monopolize 
ail the instrument n of production, all tli«- 
previoit*. anmjsitions of society, all in¬ 
crease iu the productivity of labor, and. 
therefore, ^exercise an autocratic control 
of all iud«t>trios and of the whole* work¬ 
ing class.,' 

The grant wea|wm nt the command oT 
the capitalist* is competition. 

"Competition,” like most economic 
terms, ’is a very slippery word. At one 
time it mentis something whieh advances 
the successful, but leaves the unsuccess¬ 
ful on his former level; that kind of com¬ 
petition rouses the energy of tile unsuc¬ 
cessful as well ds of the successful, and 
increases the capacity of Initli. I shall 
call that hy a much tuorc appropriate 
team,—emulation. 

At another time "competition" means 
the advancing one’s self at the eost of 
others, the pulling the many .dmvn, the 
elbowing tie* many aside, in order to ad¬ 
vance tiie one. That "competition" is 
most cruel fo the individual, and iu the 
long run most injurious to society. 

it deserves the name of cut-throat com¬ 
petition when the wag,*-workers are 
forced into a struggle to see who shall 
live and who shall starve. 

But these an* hy no means the only 
sufferers. Thy small employers, the 
small merchants, arc just as much vic¬ 
tims of that cruel kind of competition ns 
the wage-workers. For every one of the 

..ers lives in a state of nature with 

all of his brethren: the hand of the one 
is against the other, and no foe is more 
terrible than the one who is running a 
neek-to-neck race with him every day. 
The mammoth factory, the mammoth 
store is a most implacable foe. The 
fierce competition lessens the profit on 
each article, and that must be compen¬ 
sated for by a greater number of them 
being produced aud sold;_tlint is. the 
cheaper the goods, the more capital is 
required. 

precisely, then, for the same reason 
that the mechanic with his own shop and 
working on his own account nearly 1ms 
disappeared iu the struggle between 
hand-work and im chine-work, the small 
employers with their little machinery, 
ilieir small capital, aud their little stock 
of goods are being driven from the field.

the history of the district. The hnk*T' J 
have long been dissatisfied. Finally LSD 
or morv journeymen gathered in a mass 
meeting last night after having notified 
the Isisses that nn increase of 2T» cents 
nu hour must Ik* granted or the men 
would not return to work at 2 o’cioek 
this morning. At midnight the demand 
was unconditionally granted. Two hours 
later all journeyman were at work. 

The uew contract, which the brewery 
workmen of Milwaukee will submit t<*, 
the emploj-crs June 1 lias practically 
been decided tifioti in detail. Out of 
about- 700 women and girls in all the 
breweries then* arc over 500 now* iu the 
union.

Socialism is pa¬ 
cific and international; it condemns ev¬ 
ery policy of Continental «»r colonial ag¬ 
gression. and prepares by the organizn^ 
tiou of national militia for the simtilliv. 
ueous disarmament of nations.

The economic interests of the capitalist 
das* dominate our entire social system; 
the lives of the working cla»* are reck¬ 
lessly sacrificed for profit, wars are fo¬ 
mented between nations, indiscriminate 
slaughter is cncmirngpd and the destruc¬ 
tion of whole races is sanctioned in order 
that the capitalists tuny extend their 
commercial dominion abroad and en¬ 
hance their supremcay at home. 

But the same economic causes which 
developed capitalism are leading to So¬ 
cialism, which will abolish both the capi¬ 
talist class and the rlass of wage work¬ 
ers. And the active force in bringing
